ARE inhabited by the poorer fort of country people, and are chiefly built of 
flight materials, and frequently by their own fkill and labour: —they are the 
work of neceflity, for which no rules can be given: —I fhall therefore proceed to 
that defcription of Cottages which are built at the entrance, or in different parts 
of parks or pleafure grounds, and may ferve the twofold purpofes of ufe and 
ornament. They are generally inhabited by perfons in the fervice of the family 
on whofe eftate they are erected; and fituated near or at a diftance from the man- 
fion, according to the employments they hold, and fhould be fo planned and 
diftributed as to allow the admiffion of a family. The cottage built at the entrance 
of a park will form a convenient lodge. At a fmall diftance from the manfion, 
the dairy, larder, bath, &c., may affume the charaCteriftic form of a Cottage. 


Cottages in a more diftant fituation, are frequently fitted up for the reception 
of parties engaged in rural amufements; in which, one room muft be particularly 
appropriated to that purpofe, finifhed on a more expenfive plan, and of fuch 
dimenfions as will be capable of containing a large company ; with neceflary 
adjoining apartments and lodging rooms for the perfon who has the care of 
the building. The Bailiff, Gardener, Park and Gamekeepers, &c., are com- 
monly lodged in fuch habitations. Such buildings are compofed of ftone, 
brick, or timber, ftuccoed or rough caft, and covered with thatch; which, 
however, muft be determined by the materials of the country where they are 
to be ereGted. As the feveral defigns are defcribed, with their finifhing and 
ufes, it will be neceflary only to obferve in general, that a parlour, kitchen, 
pantry, and fcullery, are the rooms required to compofe fuch buildings, on 
the ground plan, with lodging rooms over them ; which muft, of courfe, be 
proportionably arranged to accommodate the kind of family intended to in- 
habit them.

CONTAINS FOUR DESIGNS. 


Noumoer I. 


Is propofed to be built of quartering, lath and plafter, on a brick foundation, 
and covered with thatch; the fides of the kitchen and parlour plaftered down to 
the fkirting; Portland chimneypiece ; the floors paved with flat tile or brick ; 
common four-pannel doors, and the windows glazed with fecond-beft crown glafs 
in quarries; the fides of the clofet and ftaircafe finifhed in the fame manner as 
the kitchen and parlour; the ftairs, common yellow deal, with fquare ballufters. 
The height of this ftory is intended to be 9g feet 6 inches ; above which are 
two good lodging rooms plaftered to a fkirting, with common ftraight-joint yellow 
deal floor; Portland mantle and jamb chimneypiece, four-pannel doors, and the 
windows with common quarries. The height of thefe rooms 8 feet 6 inches,

Noumoser II. 


Contains a kitchen, bedroom, and fhed: this and the former defign may be 
appropriated as a lodge to a gate, and finifhed in all refpeéts in the fame manner. 


Nomerr III. 
Has a parlour, kitchen, and fhed on the ground floor, with three lodging 


rooms over them: the front is intended to be ftuccoed, and the roof covered 
with thatch: trelliage, or plaited ozier, painted green, is intended to be affixed 
againft the porch, or entrance, as well as to encircle the windows: the parlour to 
be plaftered to a plain furbafe with ftucco, dado, and plain bafe moulding; 
common ftraight-joint yellow deal floor; veined marble mantle and jamb chimney- 
piece, with wood dreffing ; four-pannel doors ; windows glazed with fecond-beft 
crown glafs in quarries, with fliding fhutters; the kitchen and ftaircafe may be 
finifhed in fame manner as in the former defigns. The height of thefe rooms is 
ro feet. The bedchamber floor contains three fleeping rooms; the beft of which 
may be papered to the fkirting, with common floors and Portland chimneypiece, 
with deal mouldings ; common four-pannel doors, and windows in quarries. 


Nomser IV. 


Contains a parlour, kitchen, and fcullery on the ground floor, with three 
fleeping rooms over them, which may be finifhed as has been already defcribed — 
The front to be ftuccoed, and the rufticks formed by jointing: the ends of the 
rafters forming the roof to be fupported by rude trunks of trees, as coLumNs, and 
painted green: the roof to be thatched.

Numeer V. 


Has a parlour and kitchen the height of g feet, with two fleeping rooms, 
part of which are taken from the roof, in which the fame finifhing may be 
employed as in the former defigns. The front may be ftuccoed or rough caft, and 
the plaited ozier painted green and placed againft it. 


Noumerr VI. 


Is a defign fomewhat more elegant than the former, as a hall or logia is 
admitted, which might be fitted up as a library. The parlour and kitchen are 
10 feet 6 inches high, with three fleeping rooms over them, and would make a 
comfortable dwelling for a fmall family. The finifhing of the rooms may be the 
fame as in the former defigns. In the center of the elevation (which is intended 
to be ftuccoed) is a porch, with common block cornice, ornamented with trelliage, 
and the whole fupported by rude trunks of trees painted green.

Noumerr VII. 


Is a defign for a dairy in the ftyle of a cottage: the dairy is fituated in the 
center: it is intended to rife the whole height of the building, which is 22 feet, 
and to receive the light from each end. On one fide the dairy is a tea or fruit 
room, and, on the other, a fealding room. The flue from the chimney is intended 
to be carried under ground, to prevent the heat communicating to the dairy. 
Between the two rooms is a veftibule, which ferves as an entrance. The 
walls of the dairy are intended to be of ftone or brick, and the infide to be 
lined with white tiles, with plaftered ceiling: the dreffers on which the milk 
difhes, &c., are to be placed, as well as the table in the center, may be of 
veined marble, fupported by a frame of wood, and legs of the rude branches of 
trees, placed at equal diftances, and painted green: the floor, which is intended 
to be 2 feet lower than the rooms adjoining, to be laid with veined marble fquares 
and black dots; the windows glazed with fecond-beft glafs, and to open on pivots: 
the fruit room, which is 10 feet high, is intended to be formed of quartering, 
the fides papered to a furbafe, with a plain bafe and furbafe mouldings, and dado 
of ftucco; the windows glazed in quarries, {mall architraves with fliding fhut- 
ters; fix-pannel door; the veftibule plaftered to a toras fkirting, and the floor laid 
with red tiles; the door of the dairy to be formed of lattice work : the fealding 
room to be compofed of quartering, of the fame height as the tea room, and to 
be plaftered to a fkirting, with Portland chimneypiece; the floor paved with brick, 
and the windows to be glazed with common glafs, in quarries, with infide fhut- 
ters, and common door; the front is to be ftuccoed, and the rufticks formed by 
jointing: the center has a portico formed of rude trunks of trees, fupporting a 
block cornice, over which is trelliage, or lattice work, painted green; the roof 
to be covered with thatch, and fupported by rude columns. 


Noumeer VIII. 


Contains a parlour, kitchen, bed room, and wafh room, on the ground floor, 
with three fleeping rooms above, the whole finifhed as deferibed in the foregoing 
defigns. The front may be treated as that of the dairy, and the roof thatched.

Confifts of a parlour, hall, and kitchen, on the ground plan, with three 
fleeping rooms over them: the parlour to be plaftered to the furbafe, with plain 
bafe and furbafe mouldings ; veined marble mantle and jamb chimneypiece, with 
wood dreffings; common ftraight-joint yellow deal floor, and fix-pannel doors : the 
hall plaftered to a toras {kirting, and the floor paved with red tiles: the kitchen 
plaftered to a dwarf waiftcoating, with Portland chimneypiece and wood cornice ; 


the floor paved with brick ; the windows fecond-beft glafs in quarries ; the ftair- 
cafe

cafe and fleeping rooms to be finifhed as in No. III., Plate I.—the front rough 
caft, the roof covered with thatch, and fupported by rude columns painted green. 


Numper X. 


Is a circular building, propofed to be ereéted on an eminence, the upper part of 
which may form an obfervatory, as the gallery, encircling the roof, affords an op- 
portunity of gaining an extenfive view of the furrounding country. The ground 
plan confifts of a dining room, parlour, and kitchen: the principal room, which 
is 14 feet high, may ferve as a rural banqueting room ; the fides are intended to 
be ftuccoed with bafe and furbafe mouldings, {mall architraves to the windows, 
folding wainfcot fathes, with beft crown glafs; plain ftatuary marble chimneypiece; 
common ftraight-joint yellow deal floor; jib door to the clofet, and fix-pannel 
door to entrance from the parlour. On the angles of the recefs in which the 
center window is placed, are columns which will form an alcove, and give an 
agreeable finifh to that part of the room. The parlour, kitchen, and rooms 
above may be finifhed in the ftyle already mentioned for rooms of this defcription : 
the front ftuccoed, the roof to be thatched, and the ends of the rafters fupported by 
rude columns: the gallery round the roof may be made to have a pleafing effect, 
and is intended to be above the fleeping-room floor, and formed of lattice work, 
fupported by canterlevers under the floor of the gallery, and framed to the rafters. 


Noumeer XI. 


Is a cottage on a more extenfive plan, and may anfwer the fame purpofe as the 
laft defign. “The dining parlour is a large circular room, covered with a dome, 
the center of which is intended to be enriched with a large flower, furrounded 
with fwags of fruit and leafage: a Corinthian entablature to the room fully 
enriched, under which are pannels, intended to be painted in chiaro ofcuro, of 
dancing boys, &c. The fides of the room are propofed to be ftuccoed ; the 
windows with folding wainfcot fafhes, brought down to a toras {kirting; enriched 
architraves, with infide fhutters; common ftraight-joint yellow deal floor: on each 
fide a fix-pannel door, is a recefs, one to hold a table for a fideboard, the 
other, bearing the fame appearance, to contain a ftove for warming the room ; 
the parlour plaftered to the fkirting, with Portland chimney piece and wood dreffings; 
common four-pannel doors; the floor paved with tiles, and windows in quarries ; 
the fides of the kitchen to be plaftered to toras fkirting; the floor paved with 
brick; plain Portland chimneypiece, and windows in quarries. Above may be three 
good fleeping rooms, the front to be ftuccoed, and the roof covered with thatch; 
the ruftick to be formed by jointing the center of the building, forming a colo- 
nade of rude columns; between which may be placed oziers plaited and painted 
green, forming circular heads, with a fence of lattice work at the bottom. The 
flues from the chimnies are intended to be carried up on timbers under the rafters 
to the center of the building, which affords an opportunity of placing the fhaft 
of the chimney in the center of the roof. 
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FARM-HOUSES 


M UST neceffarily vary, in fome degree, according to the nature of the farm 
to which they belong, whether grazing, arable, &c., &c.; but as the variation 
principally relates to out-houfes, one general plan of a dwelling houfe may be, in 
a great meafure, applicable to them all.—’The rooms ufually required in 4 farm- 
houfe are, a beft and common parlour, kitchen, pantry, fcullery, and {tore room, 
with the neceffary lodging rooms ; all of which fhould be finifhed in a plain and 
fimple manner. The dairy, fealding-room, brew-houfe, bake-houfe, and wafh- 
houfe, are generally confidered as offices. 


Pele Aye bia als 


Contains the defigns for the plans and elevations of a fmall farm -houfe 
intended to be ereéted of brick and covered with flate. The ground plan contains 
a beft and common parlour, kitchen, pantry, ftore-room, dairy, and {calding- 
room. The fides of the beft parlour to be plaftered to furbafe, with {mall 
architrave cornice, and plain bafe and furbafe moulding ; veined marble chimney- 
piece; fix-pannel doors; deal fafhes, glazed with fecond-beft crown glafs and 
plain architrave to windows, with fhutters to ditto; common ftraight-joint yellow 
deal floors. The fides of the common parlour to be plaftered down to the 
fkirting; Portland chimneypiece ; the doors and windows finifhed as the beft 
parlour, with common floor, &c. The kitchen to be plaftered to the fkirting ; 
Portland chimneypiece ; common four-pannel doors and windows in quarries ; 
the floor, with the pantry, ftore room, dairy, fcalding room, and the paflages, 
to be paved with brick, and finifhed in the fame manner as the kitchen: the 
height of this ftory is 12 feet; the ftairs common yellow deal, with {quare 
balufters ; the fides of the ftaircafe to be plaftered to a toras fkirting. The 
upper floor contains four bed rooms and a clofet: the rooms on this floor to be 
plaftered down to a fkirting; common floors; fix-pannel doors; the fafhes in front 
of the building common glafs, and in the back front glazed with quarries: the 
height of thefe rooms is ro feet.

Contains the plans and elevation of a farm-houfe and offices : the ground plan 
contains a beft and common parlour, with ftore-room and clofet; in the wings 
are the wafh-houfe and laundry; ftore-room, dairy, and {calding-room, {cullery,

pantry, bake-houfe, and brew-houfe. The rooms in the houfe are intended to be 
finifhed in the fame manner as in the defign, Plate IV. The fides of the feveral 
rooms in the wings are intended to be plaftered down to a fkirting, the floors 
paved with brick, and windows in quarries: on the bed-chamber and attic ftories 
are twelve fleeping rooms, which are intended to be finifhed in the fame manner as 
defcribed in plate TV. This building is intended to be ereéted of brick and ftone, 
and the roof covered with flate. 


PLATE VI. 


Is the feGtion taken from A to B on the ground plan, and difplays the manner 
in which it is propofed to finifh the feveral rooms. 


POE Awana Val 


Offers a general plan of a farm-houfe and yard, drawn on a fmaller fcale than 
the former defigns; the whole is fo formed as to anfwer the feveral purpofes 
required in a building of this defcription, bemg intended as a general farm, and 
the feveral parts fo conneéted and difpofed as to anfwer every neceffary purpofe. 
The houfe contains a beft and common parlour, with ftore-room, two kitchens, 
pantry, and fcullery, dairy and fcalding-room; the houfe and offices are propofed 
to be finifhed in the manner intended for the defign, Plate [V.— The farm-yard 
is divided into three diftin&t buildings: that to the left of the entrance, A, 
contains the ftables, cart-houfe, and fhed for farming implements. ‘The building, 
forming a wing, and adjacent to the houfe, is intended for a brew-houfe ; the 
one anfwering to this, at the other end of the ftables, is a ftraw and harnefs room: 
over the cart-houfe, &c., is an extenfive ftore-room for ftraw, chaff, &c.; and 
in the roof, over the ftables, are the hay-lofts. The building on the oppofite fide 
of the yard, at B, is the principal barn, on each fide of which are the cow-houfes 
and weaning-fheds: at the end of the yard, and fronting the houfe, at C, is a 
fecond barn, on each fide of which are the hogfties, which are intended to be 
conneéted with the other buildings by a clofe paleing, with common five-barred 
gates in the center: adjoining to them are two dung-pits, fo fituated as to 
be emptied without interfering with the bufinefs of the farm. In the center of 
the farm-yard is the poultry-houfe and yard, with fealding and ftore room; over 
which is the granary, that occupies the center building ; and over the ftore and 
{caldng room there may be feparate granaries, to be conneéted by a gallery: 
they are defigned to be partly enclofed with windows of lattice work, which will 
allow a free circulation of air, with infide fhutters. In the center, and over the 
granary, is a dove-cot, an accefs to which may be obtained by a ladder from the 
former.

Is the elevation of a barn and cow-houfes, on each end of which are weaning- 
theds for calves: in the roof of the cow-houfes are hay-lofts, which are intended 
to be flated; the reft to be covered with thatch. 

Noumeser II. 

Is the front of a cart-houfe and ftables; at the end is the brew-houfe, fhed, and 

{tore-houfe; thefe are intended to be built of the fame materials as before defcribed. 
Numeper IV. 


Is the elevation of the granary, fcalding-fhed, and ftore-room, the whole of 
which are intended to be built of quartering and brick noged; the roof to be 
covered with flate.

and kitchen, with fuitable chambers over them: the fame mode of finifhing my 
be employed as has been propofed for the farm-houfes.

May be confidered under three different defcriptions.—Firft, as the occafional 
and temporary retreats of the nobility and perfons of fortune from what may be 
called their town refidence— and muft, of courfe, be in the vicinity of the 
metropolis. — Secondly, as the country houfes of wealthy citizens and perfons in 
official ftations, which alfo cannot be far removed from the capital: and thirdly, 
the fmaller kind of provincial edifices, confidered either as hunting feats, or the 
habitations of country gentlemen of moderate fortune.—Elegance, compactnefs, 
and convenience, are the charaéteriftics of fuch buildings, either feparate or com- 
bined, in contradiftinétion to the magnificence and extenfive range of the country 
feats of our nobility and opulent gentry, 


They fhould be fo planned as to prefent the general fuite of apartments on the 
ground floor, and be fo connected with each other as to allow accefs to each room 
without interfering with any branch of the offices: the apartments will, of 
courfe, be enriched according to the purpofes for which they are intended, 


The offices fhould be nearly on a level with the manfion houfe, whether 
attached to or detached from it, and be fo difpofed as to remove, by degrees, the 
feveral parts, which, being connected, may prove difagreeable as to {mell or noife. 
The fteward’s office and room, the houfekeeper’s and ftore room, the butler’s 
room and pantry, may be nearly conneéted with the houfe; the pantry, larder, 
kitchen, feullery, paftry, and fervants’ hall, &c., to follow: and it will be found 
that fuch diftribution of parts will be a convenient attachment, rather than, as it 
too frequently happens, a connected nuifance, 


Po Ar Eo XT, 


Contains the plans and front for a Villa—On the ground plan are the veftibule, 
parlour, eating and drawing rooms, a {mall library or drefling room, light clofet, 
&c. The height of this ftory is 13 feet 6 inches. 


The veftibule is intended to be finifhed with a fmall Doric cornice; the fides 
and dado ftuccoed, with plain bafe and furbafe mouldings; the fide next the ftair- 
cafe finifhed with Doric columns, over which an alcove is formed to the entrance of 
the ftairs; the floor laid with Portland ftone in {quares. The ftaircafe fides pre- 
pared for paper to toras fkirting; the ftairs yellow deal moulded, nofing with 
plain {quare balluftras, and common moulded handrail; {mall plain architrave 
cornice, and ogee round opening to the fkylight. 


The Parlour. — Architrave cornice, fides of the rooms prepared for paper, 
ftucco dado, and moulded bafe and furbafe, veined marble chimneypiece with 
wood dreffing.

Eating Room.— An Ionic enriched cornice, fides of the room and dado ftuc- 
coed, plain bafe and furbafe mouldings, veined marble chimneypiece and wood 
dreflings, frize enriched with fruit and leafage, plain architrave frize and cornice 
to the doors. 


Drawing Room.— Corinthian cornice, two members enriched, the fides of the 
room and dado ftuccoed, plain bafe and furbafe mouldings, ftatuary marble chim- 
neypiece with wood dreffings ; enriched frize and’ tablet, the fubje&t a facrifice ; 
plain architrave frize and cornice to doors. 


The Library to be fitted up with yellow deal bookcafes, with fliding fhelves ro 
inches deep, veined marble chimneypiece and wood dreflings, common ftraight-joint 
yellow deal floors, fix-pannel doors, and ovolo wainfcot fafhes throughout this floor. 


The Bed Rooms are intended to have {mall cornices, the fides of them prepared 
for paper to a toras fkirting, veined marble mantle and jamb chimneypieces and 
wood dreffings, ovolo wainfcot fathes, fix-pannel doors and plain architrave to the 
fame, the floors common ftraight-joint yellow deal. The height of this ftory is 
g feet 6 inches. 


On the Bafement Story are the kitchen, fcullery, pantry, houfekeeper’s room, 
cellars, &c. 


The kitchen, fcullery, pantry, and maid’s room, plaftered to the fkirting, and 
paved with flat tiles. 


The houfekeeper’s and ftore room prepared for paper to a toras fkirting, fix- 
pannel doors, and the floors common ftraight-jomt yellow deal. Thefe offices 


are g feet high. 


The front is intended to be of brick ftuccoed, and the roof covered with flate. 


PaloA EAE, Oak 


Contains the ground plan, bedchamber floor, and principal front—The ground 
plan contains a veftibule, anti-room, drawing room, breakfaft parlour, eating 
room, library and cabinet, kitchen, {cullery, pantry, and larder :—The height of 
this ftory is 18 feet. The fame kind of finifhing may be, in a great meafure, 
employed: as propofed for the former defign, as well on this floor as on the bed- 
chamber plans, which contain four fleeping rooms of 11 feet, and the upper ones 


g feet, in height. 


The front is defigned to be of brick ftuccoed, the portico at the entrance to be 
formed of wood and fanded, the balluftras to be treated in the fame manner, and 
the roof to be covered with flate.

Offers a bafement, ground plan, and elevation.— The bafement contains 
kitchen, {cullery, larder and pantry, butler’s room and plate clofet; houfekeeper’s, 
ftore, and maids’ room, fteward’s room and office, fervants’ hall; and footman’s 
room. The height of this floor is ro feet. 


The fteward’s room, office, houfekeeper’s room, ftill room, and butler’s 
pantry, are intended to be finifhed with fmall architrave cornices, with their fides 
prepared for paper, ftucco dado, plain bafe and furbafe mouldings, veined marble 
chimneypieces and wood dreffings, fix-pannel doors and plain architraves, and 
common ftraight-joint yellow deal floors. 


The kitchen plaftered to a dwarf wainfcot, Portland chimneypiece; the larder, 
{cullery, and pantry, plaftered to the fkirting, the floors laid with brick ; the 
paflages, fervants’ hall, and footman’s room, to be plaftered to the fkirting, Port- 
land chimneypiece, and the floor laid with brick: the fides of the cellars to be 
lime whited. 


The principal plan contains a veftibule, anti-room, breakfaft parlour, eating 
room, mufic and drawing room, billiard room, ftudy, cabinet, and library. 


The height of this floor is 12, feet. 


The Vettibule is intended to be finifhed with a Doric cornice and frize, enriched 
with trygliphs, &c.; the fides to be ftuccoed and formed in pannels, with fluted 
columns and pillafters of wood, deal bafe and furbafe mouldings, and the floor 
paved with Portland ftone in {quares. 


The Anti-Room.—A fmall compofed cornice, with two members enriched, the 
fides and dado ftuccoed, deal bafe and furbafe mouldings, and the circular niches 
to contain antique urns, as ftoves, bronzed. 


The Breakfaft Parlour.—An architrave cornice, the fides of the room prepared 
for paper, ftucco dado, plain bafe and furbafe mouldings, and veined marble 
chimneypiece, &c. 


The Eating Room. — An Ionic cornice, with frize of ox {culls and feftoons of 
fruit, the fides ftuccoed-and formed in pannels, deal bafe and furbafe mouldings, a 
ftucco dado, and ftatuary marble chimneypiece, with enriched frize and tablet. 


The Mufic Room.—A compofite cornice, enriched frize compofed of chaplets 
of flowers and leafage, encircling compofitions of mufical inftraments—the fides 
ftucco, deal bafe and furbafe mouldings, enriched ftatuary marble chimneypiece

with enriched frize and tablet, and the doors finifhed with architrave and truffes, 
frize and cornice, &c. 


"The Drawing Room.—Corinthian entablature, the frize painted in chiaro ofcuro 
‘of dancing boys and flowers, the fides hung with filk encircled by a rich gilt frame, 
dado framed flufh, carved bafe and furbafe mouldings, the door cafes enriched by 
an entablature with ornamented frize and truffles, the pannels of the doors painted 
with arabefque ornaments in chiaro ofcuro, enriched ftucco ceiling, compofed of 
pannels and ornamental foliage, interfperfed with allegorical fubjeGts in painting. 


The Billiard Room.—A plain compofed cornice and enriched frize, the fides of 
ftucco in pannels, ftucco dado, and deal bafe and furbafe mouldings, veined marble 
chimney piece, architrave round, and the doors with enriched frize and cornice. 


The Study.—A fmall enriched cornice and frize, the fides and dado of ftucco, 
deal bafe and furbafe mouldings, plain architrave and cornice to the doors, and 
veined marble chimneypiece and wood dreffings. 


The Cabinet.—A fmall enriched cornice, the fides and dado of ftucco, with 
deal bafe and furbafe mouldings; the four recefles to contain ornamental ftands, 
one of which is intended to hold a ftove, the reft to receive ftatues. 


The Library to be fitted up with mahogany bookcafes to the ceiling, plain 
ftatuary mantle and jamb chimneypieces, with wood dreflings. 


The Staircafe——An Ionic cornice and enriched frize, the fides ftuccoed, the 
fteps ftone, 3 feet 9 inches out of the wall, with iron work of ftraight bars, in- 
termixed with compofition ornaments; the floor to be paved the fame as in the 
veftibule. 


The Front is defigned to be of brick and ftone, the walls brickwork, the 
columns entablature pediments, door-cafe ftrings and cells to be of ftone, together 
with the cornice and entablature to the wings; the bafement and fteps, with pe- 
deftals on each fide, to be of ftone. 


BO GAS Te Eee 


Contains the bafement, ground plan, and principal elevations —The bafement 
plan contains fteward’s room, houfekeeper’s and butler’s rooms, kitchen, fcullery, 
larder and pantry, fervants’ hall, footman’s rooms, laundry and wafhhoufe, with 
cellars, &c. The height of this ftory is 11 feet, which is intended to be finifhed 
in the manner before defcribed for apartments of this defcription. 


The ground or principal plan contains a veftibule, anti-room, drawing-room, 
eating

eating parlour, breakfaft room and library, dreffing room and anti-room; with 


a principal and back ftaircafe. The height of this floor is 14 feet. 


The Veftibule.—— A ftucco Doric entablature and ornamented frize; the fides 
and dado to be of ftucco; deal bafe and furbafe plain mouldings. The niche 
are intended to receive figures or vafes, and the floor to be laid with Portland 
ftone in fquares. 


The Anti-Room.— A plain compofed plafter cornice, and frize; the fides 
ftucco, and formed in raifed pannels; deal bafe and furbafe moulding, and ftucco 
dado; a veined marble chimneypiece, and enriched frize. 


The Drawing Room. — A rich Corinthian cornice; the fides of the room 
framed, and formed in pannels with pillafters of wood fluted and cabled; the 
pannels painted in arabafque ornaments, in the ftyle of thofe painted by Raphael 
in the Vatican: deal bafe and furbafe mouldings; the dado framed flufh; the 
chimneypiece of ftatuary marble, with pillafters, and enriched frize and tablet ; 
ftucco ornament ceiling, formed in pannels, to contain rich foliage ornaments and 
paintings ; the doors to have rich architraves and entablatures ; pannels over the 
doors to contain paintings, in chiaro ofcuro, of boys, &c.; the doors eight pan- 
nels, moulded and funk, with ornaments painted in the pannels. The moulding 
and enrichments to this room are intended to be partly gilt. 


The Eating Room.— An enriched compofed entablature, with ornamented 
frize compofed of ox fculls, fruit, and leafage; the ceiling formed in pannels, 
with foliage ornaments; the fides of the room ftucco, in pannels, with ftucco 
dado; deal bafe and furbafe mouldings; the pannels over the doors to contain 
pictures; ftatuary marble chimneypiece, with columns fupporting an Ionic rich 
entablature, with fruit and flowers in frize, and tablet carved, reprefentirig a fa- 
crifice ; the dreffing to the doors plain architrave and truffles, with enriched frize, 
and doors of eight pannels funk and moulded, 


The Breakfaft Room.—Small architrave cornice and enriched frize; the fides 
of ftucco; framed dado, and deal bafe and furbafe mouldings; veined marble 
chimneypiece ; doors, in eight pannels, moulded and funk, with an architrave and 


cornice. 


The Library. — An ornamented ceiling in ftucco, with an allegorical paint- 
ing in the center, to be furrounded by fimall circles of the heads of the Greek 
and Roman poets, enriched by feftoons of leafage, &c. ; the cornice to form a 
cap to the bookcatfes, with which the room is intended to be lined, and fitted up 
with mahogany ; {mall bafe and furbafe moulding; the dado framed in pannels, 
forming doors for print drawers, folio books, &c.; the two receffed niches, with 
Ionic column and entablature, enriched in the center, and ornamental ftoves on 


pedeftals.

The Dreffing Room.—A fmall architrave cornice, and plain ceiling; the fides 
to be prepared for paper; a ftucco dado; deal bafe and furbafe mouldings. 


The Anti-Room.—A plain ceiling, fmall architrave cornice, the fides of 
ftucco, deal bafe and furbafe mouldings, and ftucco dado. All the floors, ex- 
cept the veftibule and ftaircafe, to be common ftraight-joint yellow deal. 


The Principal Staircafe.—The upper part finifhed with fpandrils and enriched 
pannels ; a compofed entablature, enriched; the fides ftucco, and ornamented as 
difplayed in the feGtion; the fteps of ftone, 3 feet g inches out of the wall, with 
iron work enriched with compofition, ornaments ; a moulded mahogany handrail ; 
and the floor laid with Portland ftone in {quares. 


The Back Stairs. — Small architrave cornice, and fides. ftucco to the fkirting ; 
the ftairs of yellow deal, and moulded. nofeings, common wood ballufters and 
handrail; the floor common ftraight-joint yellow deal. 


The Sleeping Rooms are propofed to have the fame mode of finifhing as has 
been defcribed in former defigns. 


The Front is intended to be of brick; the colonade, cornices, ftrings, and 
ballufters, with window cells, to be of ftone, together with the doorcafe, &c.

The Bedchamber. Floor- contains; fix fleeping rooms, with dreffing: rooms, 
clofets, bath, &c.

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The room A is intended to have a fmall architrave cornice, the fides prepared 


for paper to a toras fkirting, and veined marble mantle and jamb chimneypiece, 
with wood dreffings. 


The room B is a circular Bedchamber, enriched with three-quarter columns 
fluted, which are intended to fupport a rich cornice of the Ionic order and orna~ 
mented frize; the fides hung with linen in pannels, furrounded by a broad 
border ; the dado framed flufh, with a moulded bafe and furbafe; the chimney- 
piece of ftatuary marble, with enriched frize and tablet. 


The room C has an enriched cornice and frize; the fides framed in pannels, 
with enriched bafe and furbafe mouldings. The end, where the bed is intended 
to be placed, to be finifhed as an alcove, with feftoon curtains, and to be raifed 
above the floor 1 foot 6 inches. The chimneypiece ftatuary marble, mantle and 
jamb, ‘with wood dreffings. 


The room D, in which the fame mode of finifhing may be employed as 


defcribed in C. 


‘The room E. An enriched cornice ; the fides formed in pannels, and hung 
with linen encircled by a carved frame; the dado framed flufh; enriched bafe 
and furbafe mouldings, and ftatuary marble chimneypiece, with ornamented funk 
pillafters and foliage frize. 


The room F may be nearly finifhed as the foregoing one, with a variation only 
in the chimneypiece. The dreffing rooms may have a {mall architrave cornice, 
their fides prepared for paper, a wood dado framed fluth, moulded bafe and fur- 
bafe round, with plain veined marble mantle and jamb chimneypieces. ‘The 
principal doors on this floor to be of eight pannels raifed; the frize pannel to be 
ornamented, and enriched by an entablature, with truffes, &c.

Above this floor is contained, im a circular building, three fleeping rooms for 
fervants, to be finifhed as defcribed for rooms of this defeription.

Contains a principal plan and front. The ground floor confifts of a veftibule, 
eating and anti-room, drawing room, mufic room, and library ; with houfekeeper’s, 
{teward’s, and butler’s rooms, which occupy the center buildings, and are in height 
14 feet. 


One wing contains the kitchen, fcullery, ftill room, pantry, larder, fervants’ 
hall, and footman’s rooms; with the fervants’ fleeping rooms above. The other 
wing contains the ftables, coach houfes, harnefs room, and other neceffary con- 
veniencies. Above are fleeping rooms for the ftable fervants, with loft and ftore 
rooms, 


The Drawing Room occupies the entire height of the center building, and 
finifhes with a dome. The foffit of the ceiling is intended to be enriched with or- 
naments in arabefque, and worked in ftucco; an enriched Corinthian entablature, 
the frize compofed of fruit and leafage in ftucco. Above the cornice, at the 
commencement of the dome, the whole area is intended to be divided, and dif- 
tinguifhed with four feparate compofitions, in alto relievo, of figures, &c., repre- 
fenting the Seafons, accompanied with boys and feftoons of flowers, &c.; and on 
the fame plain, the figns of the Zodiac painted in oil. The door to be eight pan- 
nels, and to contain arabefque ornaments. In the center of the dome is a fkylight, 
encircled by a pannel, with ornaments in ftucco, reprefenting rays, with laurel

the area of the dome to be painted reprefenting the fky. 


The fides of the room are intended to be formed in pannels, hung with French 
gray filk, on which is intended to be painted foliage ornaments, in the ftyle of 
arabefque, and the pannels enclofed by a rich gilt frame ; the pannels over the 
doors and chimneypiece, formed in wood, and to contain fubjeéts in painting ; 
the dado to be of wood, and framed in pannels with enriched bafe and fur- 
bafe mouldings. The chimneypiece of ftatuary marble, with carved frize, and 
therms enriched with ormolu ornaments. The doors are intended to be finifhed 
with rich entablature, and ornamented frize and truffes. The eating-room is 
intended to be finifhed with an enriched ftucco ceiling, formed in pannels, and 
to contain foliage and other ornaments, interfperfed with paintings of various 
fubje&ts, fuitable to the ufe and purpofe of the room. The fides of the room 
is intended to be finifhed with an Ionick cornice of ftucco, and frize enriched 
with feftoons of oak leaves, fruit and ox’s feulls, under which the fides are 
purpofed to be finifhed in Scagliola, in imitation of verd antique marble, with 
arich bafe and furbafe moulding of wood; the pannels over the doors and win- 
dows are intended to contain bas-reliefs of boys and fruit. The chimneypiece 
to be of ftatuary marble; the frize and tablet to be enriched; the doors to be 
finifhed with an architrave, and truffes fupporting a rich entablature. 


The Anti-Room.—A plain ceiling, and plain compofed cornice. The fides 
of the room to be ftucco, formed in pannels; the dado of wood, and framed 
flufh, with moulded bafe and furbafe. The chimneypiece plain, of veined mar- 
ble, and the doors finifhed with plain architrave frize and cornice. 


The Mufic Room.—An enriched ceiling, in pannels, containing rich foliage 
ornaments. A Corinthian entablature, fully enriched. The frize with leafage, 
interfperfed with and incircling mufical inftruments in ftucco; the fides of the 
room to contain Corinthian pillafters, fluted and executed in wood, between 
which are purpofed pannels, formed of ftucco, and to contain arabefque orna- 
ments; the dado to be of ftucco, with rich bafe and furbafe mouldings of wood, 
and the dreflings to the doors to be fully enriched, and the frize to contain fo- 
liage and other ornaments. The library is intended to be finifhed nearly in the 
fame manner as defcribed in plate XIV. 


The offices will partake of that plain mode of finifhing as has been defcribed 
in the former defigns for rooms of their defcription. The ftables, coach-houfe, 
&c. will be explained as to their mode of finifhing under thofe fubjects enfuing. 
The front is intended to be built of ftone, and the roof covered with flate. 


PLATE 


IP IGUANA E18 CO 


Contains the bed-chamber plan and feftion. The feétion is taken longitudi- 
nally from A to B on the plan, and difplays the rooms on the principal and 
bed-chamber floors, which exhibit the mode of finifhings fuitable to their feve- 
ral ufes and purpofes. 


STABLES 


STABLES and COACH-HOUSES. 


Lite explanation to the fubjeGt is neceflary as to their ufes; it will be 
enough, as to the choice of fituation for ereGting fuch buildings; the ftables 
to be built for the ufe of farms require fimplicity and compaétnefs, and fo fitu- 


ated, as to be eafy of accefs from all parts of the farm-yard in which they are 
erected, with the other requifites thereto. 


Thofe built for the ufe of noblemen or gentlemen, fhould be proportionably 
extenfive and elegant. It has been confidered in this defcription of buildings, fo 
placing them as not to be feen by vifitors on their approach to the manfions 
yet there can be no impropriety in thefe buildings being ereéted at the entrance 
of a park, unlefs too far diftant from the manfion houfe, to which they fhould 
be nearly fituated, and if brought to view, the principal front fhould prefent it- 
felf to the approach towards the houfe, and the bufinefs and ufe confined either 
to the court or back front, fo as to remove from the vifitors every appearance 
which might otherwife prove difagreeable to the eye. 


Beer AS Ey excl, 


Contains a plan and elevation for a ftable intended for a farm, in which is pro- 
vided ftanding for thirty-five horfes, and divided for their feveral purpofes ; this 
building is intended to be compofed of bricks, and the roof covered with flates ; 
the cart-houfe open in front, and covered with thatch; the ftables to be fitted 
up with oak pofts and bales, affixed at each end by iron chains, yellow deal man- 
ger and racks; the bars fquared and placed angle ways ; the floor paved with 
clinkers, and allowing a fufficient current for the water; folid oak window-frames, 
and glazed with common glafs in quarries ; the doors to the ftable and harnefs- 
rooms to be 2-inch deal, framed flufh; the floor above is intended as lodging 
rooms and lofts, and may be laid with rough boarding, and the walls lime- 
whited. 


PUL ANTE, ORG 


Contains the plan and elevation of a ftable on a more extenfive plan, and 
more ornamental, to which is intended a fcreen in front ; in this defign are fe- 
parate ftables, as well for the feveral purpofes of the horfes, as to accommodate 
thofe of vifitors, feparate and unconne¢ted with the general range ; above are 
lodging rooms for coachmen, grooms, helpers, &c., with neceflary lofts, as re- 
pofitories for corn and hay. This building is intended to be ereéted of ftone, 
and the roof covered with flate. The cupola in the center to be formed with 
wood, and to contain a bell. The fides are intended to be plaftered to a dwarf 

waintfcot,

waintcot, five feet in height from the floor, and framed flufh, and torus {kirt- 
ing, feribed down to the floor; the partition between the ftanding for each horfe 
to be of oak, 23 inches thick; the manger and rack of oak, with oak rails, 
inclofed by a circular head, with architrave and impoft to the fame, and which 
is intended to encompafs the hay contained in the recefs, formed for the purpofe, 
and from which at bottom will be a hopper, &c., to receive the hay feed. The 
doors to the ftable to be 2 inch four pannel, funk and finifhed with an aftragal, 
anda fmall architrave round the doors and windows; the center part of the window 
to open and fhut by a line affixed for the purpofe : the whole to be glazed with 
common glafs in quarries. ‘The ceiling to be plaftered, and a {mall ftucco cor- 
nice; the floor paved with clinkers; the lodging rooms are intended to be pre- 
pared for paper, with {mall architraves to windows and doors, a fmall torus 
fkirting, and plain Portland chimneypieces; the floor of yellow deal ; the fathes 
of deal, and glazed with {mall fquares. 


GREEN- 


GREEN-HOUSES. 


T HE ufe and appropriations of thefe buildings are confined to thefe particular 
purpofes, in which the archite@ may confult the {cientific gardener or botanift 
who fuperintends the garden in which they are to be ereéted. Thefe buildings 
are fufceptible of great architectural difplay and ornament, as well as elegant 
convenience, fuch as conneéting a tea-room, botanic library, or banqueting 
room. 


PLATE XXII, 


Contains the plan and elevations of a green-houfe, to which are annexed two 
{mall rooms, and at the back front, atemple, containing a library and common 
room, above which isa circular building, fo elevated, as to form an obfervatory. 
This defign is intended to be built of ftone ; the ceiling of the green-houfe to be 
plaftered, and a fmall moulded cornice ; the fides of the walls to be ftucco, down 
to a torus fkirting; the fafhes to be of wainfcot, and to fold,. and occafionally 
to open down to the floor, and to be glazed with the beft crown glafs, in large 
fquares ; the doors to be 2 inch 6 pannel, of wainfcot, and raifed and finifhed 
with a fmall architrave and cornice; the fides of the {mall rooms to be floated 
down to a torus fkirting, and the floor paved with Portland ftone; the ceiling 
of the temple to be ftucco, and ornamented with pannels, containing foliage, 
interfperfed with paintings ; the cornice and frieze enriched; and the fides of the 
room plaftered, and fitted up with wainfcot bookcafes and print drawers. The 
floor to be of yellow deal, ftraight joint ; the fafhes wainfcot, and glazed with 
the beft crown glafs; 2-inch 6-pannel wainfcot doors, and raifed mouldings, 
with a {mall architrave and rich entablature, in pannels; over the doors are in- 
tended fubjeéts painted in Chiaro Scuro, andin the niches are to be placed or- 
namental vafes ; the room adjoining to be prepared for paper, to a furbafe mould- 
ing; the dado ftucco, and moulded bafe; the floor to be of yellow deal, 
ftraight joint; the ftairs to the obfervatory to be of yellow deal, and moulded 
nofings, with mahogany moulded handrail and fquare bannifters; the fides of 
the ftaircafe to be prepared for paper, to a torus fkirting ; the obfervatory to be 
prepared for paper, to a torus ikirting, and yellow-deal ftraight-joint floor, and 
wainf{cot fafhes glazed with crown glafs. 


PLA TE xxiv, 


Contains the plan and front of a green-houfe, ona more extenfive fcale ; the 
fame mode of finifhng may be adopted as already purpofed. In the center of 
this building is a tea-room; the ceiling is intended to be enriched with aragorical 
fubje€ts in painting and fculpture ; the fides ftucco, and formed in pannels, in 

which

which are intended to be painted arabefque ornaments, the dado of wood, with 
bafe and furbafe mouldings, the floor laid with black and white marble in o€ta- 
gon pannels. This building is intended to be of ftone, and the roof covered 


with flates. 
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
